LIVING INDIAN MAY 
BE 180 YEARS OLD 


Doubters Admit He Must Be 
at Least 145. 


Los Angeles, Calif.—Thirty years 
before the Stars and Stripes were 
adopted as the American standard in 
the midst of the War of Independ- 
ence, a man who still lives first saw 
the light of the sun, if Indian gossip 
be true. ; 

The man is Captain Sam, or Sam 
Fish, whose cabin is in the Indian 
village near June lake in the high 
Sierras. 

No-one knows how old Is Captain 
Sam. Residents of the region aftirm 
he is the oldest man in California. 
Perhaps the oldest in the world. 

Captain Sam does not say. 
matters a few moons more, a few 
moons fess, when so many huve 
Passed over his head? 

Tribal talés indicate that Captain 
Sam is one hundred and eighty, years 
of age. White men who scout this 
figure admit it is not improbable he 
had seen 145 winters. 

There are more than one hundred 
Indians in Captain Sam’s - family 
Those fas along in years recall tales 
he once told at camp fires, years ago. 
Nowadays, white men strive in vain 
to have him impart his memories of 
the past. 

The stories of his relatives indicate 
that Captain Sam was a grown man. 
a leader of his tribe, when the Donner 
party went through the upper Owens 
valley nearly a century ago. 

This was the first party of whites 
to traverse the region. Relatives of 
Captain Sam recall the accounts he 
gave them of his astonishment at see 
ing white men and women for the 
first’ time. 

Often Captain Sam sits in the sun 
by his cabin door, holding 1n his arms 
his latest descendant, a papoose of 
three months. He has lost track of 
the generations of his family. The 
papoose is belleved to be his great- 
grent-great-great-great-grandson. 

Yearly the Plutes and other tribes 
hold a four-day festival of sports and 
tribal dances at June fake Now 
adays, Captain Sam te carried thither 
on a birch litter, and is bonored with 
revivals of ancient ceremonies. 

Each year when the festival is com- 
pleted—this year It was held the first

Cambridge, Mass.—Discovery of the 
tamb of Queen Meresankh III, which 
cioses gaps in Egyptian history of the 
Fourth dynasty, has been made hy the 
Harvard university museum of fine 
arts expedition, says g report received 
here from Dr. George A. Reisner, head 
of the exploring party. Queen Mere- 
sankh was the great-granddaughter of 
Queen Hetepheres and King Snerefu, 
mother and father of Cheops, builder 
of the great pyramid. 

The report says the newly discov- 
ered tomb Js remarkable for the vivid 
colors of the relics and inseriptions 
which seem to have retained all their 
brillianey after 4,500 years. 

The burial chamber was plundered 
thousands of years ago and no valu- 
ables have been found. Two inserip- 
tions, one on either side of the door- 
way, reveal that 272 days elapsed be- 
tween the queen’s deuth and her 
burial.

TIGER’S- OPINIONS 


SECRET UNTIL DEATH 


Clemenceau Spends Time 
Thinking and Writing. 


St. Vincent - Sur - Jard, , France.— 
Whether he is in his Paris home in 
the Rue Franklin or in his summer 
abode on this windswept Vendean 
shore, Georges Clemenceau, who has 
Just passed his eighty-sixth birthday, 
spends most of his time writing and 
thinking. He invariably refuses to 
talk politics, although they occupied 
the biggest part of his active life. 
What does he write? 

He is engaged now, and has been 
for several years, on a voluine or se- 
ties of volumes which are understood 
» to resume his outlook on life and its 
problems. But they are not to be pub- 
lished until after his deuth and the 
“Tiger” haus not revealed anything of 
their content. Therefore it is only by 
a reference to his published books 
that one can obtain any adequate idea 
of (be principles on which he has 
guided his career and the- lessons he 
has drawn from his study of hu 
manity. 


Simplicity of Writings. 


It is nota difficult task because 
whatever Clemenceau wrote is marked 
by simplicity of thought und presen- 
tation, however complex the problems 


involved. In philosophy he is a dis- 
ciple of the Stoics. He has taken for 
himself the phrase of Spinoza: “Noth- 


Ing muy be called perfect or imper- 
fect; everything happens: in conform- 
ity with an eternal uatural order.” 
It wus after his political eclipse in 
18¥4 that Clemenceau fad an oppor 


tunity to develop his extraordinary 
talent as a writer. In his newspaper 
La Justice he touched on every 


phase of human activity and a year 
later published in a volume entitled 
“La Melee Sociale” (The Social Con- 


flict), practically all his daily articles 
arranged in logical order. The leit- 
motif of ull is the “struggle for exist- 
ence.” le paints realistic pictures of 
human suffering, long hours In fac- 
forfes, poyerty, #ice, brutality’ and 
pity side by side, prestitution, ex- 
ploitation, injustice of a hundred 
kinds, 

He does not apportion praise or 
blume. He merely tells what he has 


seen und asks only that men of un- 
Gerstanding work with all their power 
to muke the world better. 

“What.” he asks, “will came after 
this aniverse? How, if ever, will the 
primal nevula be reformed? In how 
many billion years? With what new 
power of life? AH hypotheses. I of- 
fer you nothing, not feeling that 1 am 
responsible for anything in the uni- 
versal. scheme of things,” 

Sometimes Clemenceau seems to be 
a socialist, as In fact he proclaimed 
himeelf’at the opening of his” partia- 
mentary career. This, in another ar- 
ticle of “La Melee Sociale,” he. de- 
clares that “the end toward which na- 
ture seems to be striving is socialism, 
which will fix by law respect for all, 
the rule of justice by association.” 
But in the next moment he proclaims 
that everything dependa on the indl- 
vidual, that the tndividuat must be 
brought to such a point that law will 
be unnecessary, which may eertuinly 
be taken as an expression of phil- 
osophic anarchy. 


Does His Own Marketing. 


After all, skepticism is bis dominant 
trait, in his daily life us In his writ- 
ings. He has lived all his life in close 
contact with the Breton peasant. He 
knows their ways and has had many 
proofs that he {s revered by them. 
Yet, when he goes to murket in the 
ueurby town of Les Sables d'Olonne, 
as. he does two or three times a week, 
he conducts his own bargaining, be 
counts the change, he weighs In his 
gray-gloved hands the leg of mutton 
or the chicken he intends for dinner 
and he replies to the good-natured 
protests of the market women: “Oh, 
tres bien, tres bien, but you can't 
catch me with your old tricks.” 


It has been often said that Clemen- 
ceuu ts anti-religious. Ue is merely 
nonreligious. Even in the worst days 
of the fight between the radical ex- 
tremists and the radical fregthinkers 
and -the church authorities, when: the 
sepuration of church and state was 
the big problem in France, Gemenceau 
repeated time and again that there 
tuust be no attempt to suppress re- 
ligion or to persecute anybody for re- 
ligious beliefs. 

“Governments,” he declared tn the 
chamber, “cap do nothing against be- 
Nefs. 1 huve been asked If we want 
to destroy religion. Well, messieurs 
tes deputes, here is ny reply: We do 
not Want to, we could not if we would, 
destroy a single belief in a eingle con- 
science.” 

In one of his books, “Le Grand 
Pan,” he takes up the problem of the 
inspiring principle of mankind. He 
finds it in action. 

“Pan commands us,” he said. “We 
must act. Action is the principle, ac- 
tion is the means, action is the goal.” 

Clemenceau has followed that prin- 
ciple all nis life. in spite of hig years | 
he has bis half bour of physical train: 
ing every, day. In Paris he has ap 
instructor. Here he does ft aione.

day—which has {ts disadvantages ow. 
ing to the physical exertion of keep- 
ing time with the band. % 

“In the distant future, when con 
stant disuse will have atrophied our 
legs, we shall probably take our danc- 
ing sitting quietly, while drugs and re.

A light winter for California and 
Nevada, with a waiter shortage next 
| summer, is forecast by Captain Pete, 
grizzled leader of the Washoe Indians, 
Captain Pete says the Pinenut crop 
is very light, fur-bearing animals have 
not grown the usual heavy pelts, and 
that bears show no indication of seek- 
ing their retreats.

Strongly reflecting the influence of 
the tourist trade in California, this 
state stood third on the list of new 
hotel construction for the United 
during the first six months of the cur-

O. Wheeler, vice-president of the John 
M. C. Marble Company, Los Angeles 
financial house. 

C. A. Teutschel, Manager of the 
traffic department, of the Sacramento 
Chamber of Commerce, has received 
advice from the Southern Pacific Com- 
Dany that it has applied to the rail- 
road commission for authority to re- 
duce rates seven cents per 100 pounds 
On canned goods in earload lots from 
Sacramento to Los Angeles harbor 
points. The same reduced rate now 
is in effect from San Francisco and 
bay district points to Los Angeles. 

The California Supreme Court will 
sit in departments this winter for 
the first time in sight years ai San 
Francisco.

Motorists plannig trips: over Sierra 
roads were warned last week by the 
touring bureau of the California 
State Automobile association to se- 
cure latest weather and road reports 
before starting. Latest reports to 
the association are that none of the 
passes have been closed as yet but 
that rains of the past few days have 
been particularly heavy in some 
nountain sections. Motorists are ad- 
vised to be equipped with skid chains 
for Sierra trips. 

‘What appears to be a satisfactory 
substitute for rubber has been dis- 
covered by the Bureau of Standards, 
lt was announced last week at Wash- 
ington, D. C. It is called Guayule 
rubber and is produced from a shrub 
grown in Mexico and near Salinas, 
California. Investigation to find a 
rubber substitute was ordered by the 
Commerce Department in an effort 
to break the British monopoly on 
Plantation rubber. Further tests will 
be made to determine the commercial 
possibilities of Guayule rubber. 


A fast through highway connecting 
San Francisco and Los Angeles in a 


California Highway Development As- 
sociation in a report and study com- 
pleted by the engineering division of 
the California Highway Commission. 
The highway, which is being jointly 
advocated by the California Highway 
Development Associatiion and the 
West Side Highway Association, will 
provide northern and southern Cali- 
fornia with a two-track road built 
along lines that will be revolutionary 
in road design. 

California’s first experiment in
